ON PENDING BILLS 


E ditor of The Desert Sun: Over 
two hundred bills have been re­ 
ferred to the Assembly M unici­ 
pal 
and 
County 
G overnm ent 
Com m ittee on subjects ranging 
from a suggested change in the 
Tax Assessment Date to limited 
w orking hours for peace officers. 
M any of these proposed changes 
in th e law would create new gov­ 
ernm ent functions or expand de­ 
partm ental operations; others sug­ 
gest increases in county and city 
governm ent 
expense 
reflecting 
the higher costs of living and the 
need to m aintain good men in 
office. 
The 
1946 
Riverside 
County 
G rand Jury, acting in compliance 
w ith th eir duty under the law, in­ 
vestigated the functions and com­ 
pensation of our various county 
officials and then recom mended 
certain salary increases by reso­ 
lution directed to their tw o State 
Legislators. Complying w ith this 
request there has been introduced 
A. B. 755 to raise the County 
Supervisors' Salaries to $4200, the 
C ounty Auditor to $6000 and the 
D istrict A ttorney to $7200 per 
year. These proposed new salary 
levels are consistent w ith those 
paid in other counties of about 
our sam e population. 


AN INTERIM Tax Comm ittee 
study has produced several bills 
w hich attem pt to fill new sources 
of revenue to relieve the heavy 
burden on property taxes. Evi­ 
dence at these com m ittee hearings 
indicated th at 
the am ount of 
m oney now received as the local 
share of liquor license fees has 
been inadequate to meet the cost 
of law enforcem ent caused by the 
use of alcoholic beverages. I have 
introduced A. B. 1483 to increase 
the am ount of the liquor license 
fees an d the proportion to be 
retu rn ed to cities and counties. 
By this higher tax it is expected 
that 
liquor establishm ents can 
contribute sufficient revenue to 
local governm ent to supoprt the 
policing made necessary by their 
operations. 
Legislation is being supported 
to retu rn to local governm ent all 
of the “In Lieu” tax which m otor 
ow ners pay at th e tim e they ob­ 
tain th e ir licenses. 
This could 
bring several thousand additional 
dollars to Riverside county an­ 
nually. A n attem pt is also being 
m ade a t this session of the legis­ 
lature to divert a portion of the 
State’s large collection of horse 
racing taxes for th e construction 
of county roads. 


THERE is an im portant new 
bill u n d er consideration which 
would m ake a radical change in 
our m inor court system. The de­ 
tail of this proposed legislation 
is not y e t available but its intent 
has been under discussion for 
some tim e. It is designed to elim ­ 
inate certain Justice Courts and 
to set up a new series of m inor 
courts w ith one new judge to pre­ 
side over each forty thousand of 
our county population. The new 
judge w ould take the place of 
a m unicipal judge and m ust be 
qualified as an attorney. Ju ris­ 
diction w ould be granted in more 
serious cases than now perm itted 
in justice courts. 
This extrem e 
change in our present court sys­ 
tem is of such vital im portance 
to our ru ra l areas th at is is re ­ 
ceiving a very critical apparaisal 
In m y next letter I hope to 
bring to your attention some of 
the labor bills w hich will soon 
be debated in the State Legis­ 
lature.

W hile 
“City 
Planning” 
was 
com paratively unheard of fifty 
years ago it is a very fam iliar 
term today and alm ost every city 
of even a sm all population has 
its own city 
planning 
commis­ 
sion. 
In fact. Federal funds o 
aid in school and housing pro­ 
gram s are available only when 
such program s have th e approval 
of the local planning commission. 
City Planning has become a 
recognized profession today and 
many cities employ a qualified 
engineer to render professional 
advice to the planning commis­ 
sion. The work of this civic minded 
body is, how ever, not so much city 
planning as it is city "revising.” 
Most cities grew up w ithout a

That a sanitary district for Cathedral City is an urgent neces­ 
sity has been proved by the survey statistics. Thirty per cent of 
the population are paying nothing towards the present pick-up 
service. Burning, burying and dumping on near-by desert lands 
are freely admitted, and while 99 per cent strongly favor the 
forming of a sanitary district whereby the garbage pick-up costs 
will be pro-rated by taxation, the one per cent who do not favor 
this measure are also opposed to supporting the present system. 
On several occasions landlords have been asked by the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce and Civic Club to be responsible for the collec­ 
tion of the garbage-service-fees from their tenants and have been 
told that they are allowed by the OPA to add this to their rental. 
That 50 per cent of the landlords do not do this, has also been 
shown by the survey. Thirty per cent of their tenants dispose of 
their cans on the desert and burn their garbage in evil-smelling 
bonfires.

Tempo of life in the Village is 
increasing as the season spins 
m errily along to its climax.

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DESERT COMMUNITY NAMES 
HAVE INTERESTING HISTORY 


From the Riverside Enterprise 


(Ed. Note.) Through the cour­ 
tesy of the Riverside E nterprise 
The Desert Sun has been priv­ 
ileged to reprint the following 
story of great interest to persons 
living in Palm Springs. 


By TOM PATTERSON 
Probably no nam e was more 
honorably derived than the nam e 
of Palm , which is attached to 
not one 
but 
m any 
places in 
Coachella Valley and the desert 
area to the north of it. 
Palm s w ere native at the n a t­ 
ural oases, along the watercourses 
of Palm canyon and other con- 
yons adjacent to present Palm 
Springs. The area was part of the 
Colorado desert, a name w hich 
covered the vast region from the 
San Jacinto m ountains to the 
Colorado river, when it was one 
great waste over which the tra v ­ 
eler ventured at his own extrem e 
peril. 
Such travelers, mostly prospec­ 
tors, named Tw entynine Palm s 
and Thousand Palm s and Dos 
Palm as for obvious reasons. Not 
so obvious, 
however, was the 
nam e given to the entirety of 
Coachella Vailey. 
Of course Coachella Valley is 
not 
a 
valley 
unto 
itself, 
but 
m erely the northern end of the 
greater valley, originally a part 
of the G ulf of Mexico but cut 
off from the gulf by the delta- 
building Colorado river. 
The first passenger train of the 


Southern Pacific through the v al­ 
ley ran as far as Indio in 1876, 
and to the Colorado river op­ 
posite Yuma the next year. The 
earliest towns had their origins 
w ith the coming of the railroad, 
if we exem pt Indian settlem ents 
at oases. 


VALLEY 
NAME 
EXPLAINED. 
The nam e selected for the tow n 
of Coachella w as Conchilla, for 
the m yriads of little shells in the 
ancient sea bed. The map m aker 
didn't 
understand 
the Spanish 
word for little «hells but his m is­ 
take was legalized and even ex ­ 
tended to include not only the 
town but the valley. 
Palm Springs is the more fam ed 
of the region’s oases today, and 
it was com paratively so among 
the Indians. They called it Agua 
Caliente (hot w ater) w hen B en­ 
jam in Wilson visited there about 
1850. This name indicates th at the 
Coahuilla 
Indians 
had 
contact 
w ith the Mexicans and Spaniards, 
but the nearest Spanish outpoit 
had been a short-lived one estab­ 
lished at the sum m it of San Gor- 
gonio pass, near present B eau­ 
mont. 
On that tip W ilson m et Chief 
Cabezón of the Coahuillas. P er­ 
haps the chief he m et was Old 
Cabezón, or perhaps it was his 
successor, Old Cabezón, for whom 
the town of Cabazon probably 
was named. 
The railroad helped start the 


present settlem ent. It sold most 
of the surrounding land in 1884 
to John G uthrie McCallum, who 
began developing it for agricul­ 
ture and resort purposes. B ut it 
was known then as Palm Valley, 
and the town w hich grew up 
around the oasis was called Palm 
City. A nother nearby tow n was 
called Palm Dale, but that faded. 
Dr. Dellwood M urray built w hat 
he called the Palm Springs Hotel 
in Palm City, and after the nam e 
he gave to the hotel. 
To participate in the venture, 
the railroad then as now had a 
station called Palm Springs. It 
even built a narrow -gauge rail­ 
road 
from 
the 
station to the 
springs. 
But the narrow -gauge 
disappeared about 1905. In 1925 
ighway 99 by-passed the Springs 
H i g h w a y 
99 
by-passed 
the 
Springs, and at about the same 
tim e the railroad did some name 
shifting. The station once know n 
as 
W hitew ater 
became 
Palm 
Springs station. The old Palm 
Springs station becam e G arnet. 


NAMES WERE CHANGED. Now 
W hitew ater’s nam e still applies 
to a river and to a settlem ent on 
the highw ay. It w as originated 
w ith the natne of th e river about 
1850 w hen an early San Gorgonio 
pass fam ily established a ranch 
and depot there and took the 
nam e from the w hite sand w hich 
gives the current (w hen it flows) 
a milky appearance. 
G arnet has been the nam e of 
the hills adjacent to G arnet sta­ 
tion, for the garnets found there. 
O ther names have been tran s­ 
ferred too. Indian W ells was the 
first nam e for the Southern P a ­ 
cific station at Indio, which had 
its beginning as a railroad health 
resort. The present nam e is Latin 
for Indian, and the present In ­ 


dian Wells 
is 
on 
the 
Palm 
Springs-Indio highw ay. 
D ate culture has its earliest as­ 
sociation w ith the present city of 
Mecca, w here the G overnm ent 
established th e experim ent sta­ 
tion now located near Indio. The 
station was m oved w hen the Colo­ 
rado broke through the Im perial 
V alley irrigation system, 
1904- 
OS, to fill the salt basin at the 
botton of the ancient sea. 
The railroad originally called 
the Mecca station, W alters, prob­ 
ably for a railroad official, as it 
nam ed so m any other cities. Rob­ 
e rt Holtby M yers took up the date 
palm 
experim ents 
w here 
the 
G overnm ent left off, sent an ex ­ 
pedition to A rabia for date palm 
shoots and acquired the inform al 
title of “father of the date indus 
try." He and Mrs. Myers sug­ 
gested the change of name, w hich 
took place in 1903 or 1904, prob 
ablv the latter. 
T herm al’s nam e is honestly ap ­ 
plied, despite the Latin disguise. 
From school geographies we 
learn th at a sea which has no 
outlet will n atu rally be salty, but 
the Saltón Sea had a vast accum u­ 
lation before the Colorado filled 
it by the break-through and later 
helped m aintain it through d rain ­ 
age w ater from irrigation. It was 
of course, the area w here the last 
salt settled from the ancient sea. 
It had been called the Saltón Sink 
and also Lake C ahuilla for the In ­ 
dians who som etim es roved th at 
far into the desert. It was the 
site of a com m ercial salt works, 
long since subm erged. 


OLD 
FEUD 
RECALLED. 
The 
subm erging 
covered 
an 
oasis 
know n as Fig Tree John’s, for an 
alm ost legendary character nam ed 
Ju an Razon who m ay have been 
an Apache and m ay have been 
a Cahuilla. He fueded w ith the 
railroad over his land and lost. 
On public appearances he w ore 
a soldier’s uniform and an old 
high silk hat. W hen he died at 
Alamo reservation near Oasis in 
1927, his age w as estim ated at 
som ewhere betw een 100 and 130. 
D escriptive nam es are used fre­ 
quently to describe settlem ents 
and natural features in the re ­ 
gion north of the valley floor. 
One W. C. B raden discovered and 
nam ed Painted Canyon, north of 
Mecca. Its w alls are a combination 
and contrast of varied shades of 
red, yellow, gray, ocre, brown and 
purple. 


A l k y d R e s i n s

SIDEWINDERS— Continued 


To the scientist, the Sidew inder 
has 
a 
much 
more 
formidible 
sounding binom ial nam e: “Crota- 
lus cerastes”, w hich w hen trans­ 
lated means ‘•bearing a rattle and 
horns". Zoologists recognize two 
varieties 
of 
sidewinders. 
One 
(C rotalus cerastes cerastes) occurs 
on the Mohave D esert north of 
here, including southern Nevada, 
extrem e southw estern Utah, and 
sm all portions of northw estern 
A rizona along the Colorado River. 
The second subspecies (Crotalus 
cerastes laterorepens) lives on our 
Colorado 
Desert, 
the 
so-called 
G ila Desert of southern Arizona, 
and into northeastern Baja Cali­ 
fornia and northw estern Sonora, 
Mexico. The varietal nam e "Lat­ 
erorepens” m erely m eans "crawl­ 
ing sideways”. Loosely, then, one 
1 can refer to the northern form as 
the Mohave D esert sidewinder, 
and th e southern one, as the Colo­ 
rado D esert Sidew inder. 
You will read accounts of the 
Hopi pueblo snake dancers using 
sidew inders in their rain cere­ 
monials, but this is untrue. The 
sidew inder does not occur in that 
north-central portion of Arizona, 
and the rattler confused with it 
th at is used by the rain priests 
is 
the Arizona Prairie Rattle- ! 
snake, which is definitely not a 
Sidew inder. 


THE SIDEWINDER was first 
described and given the specific 
nam e “cerastes” in 1854 by a n a­ 
tu ralist 
nam ed Hallowell, who 
published this new nam e and ac­ 
count in the Proceedings of the 
A cademy of N atural Sciences in 
Philadelphia. He based his de- 
j scriptions on specimens obtained 
’ by Dr. A. L. H eerm ann on Lt. 
W illiamson’s 
Pacific 
Railroad 
Survey. 
Exactly 
w here 
these 
specimens w ere obtained is not 
know n, for the data m erely indi­ 
cates that they w ere from the 
“Borders of th e M ohave river, 
and in the desert of the Mohave 
. . . The riv er of the Mohave 
spreads itself out in the desert 
and there loses itself, and upon 
th e floating sand hills near it 
these anim als are found.” 
Of course this indefinite loca­ 
tion of w here the Sidew inder was 
supposed to live was later found 
incorrect, for the snake has a 
m uch wider distribution than it 
w as believed at th at tim e. Nor 
is it lim ited to very sandy, dune 
areas . . . although it is m ost plen­ 
tiful in such regions. Irrigation 
seem s to drive them out of form er 
ranges, too, and the reptile is now 
absent in the cultivated sections 
of th e Im perial Valley, w here, ac­ 
cording to K lauber, it was plenti­ 
ful prior to 1900. Oddly enough, 
the D esert G opher Snake or Bull 
Snake seems to thrive better in 
cultivated areas, and thus is in ­ 
creasing in num bers in these re ­ 
gions. 


THE SEASON of greatest ac­ 
tiv ity for Sidew inders is from 
the last w eek of A pril to mid- 
Ju n e, at a tim e w hen m ost tour­ 
ists have already left the desert. 
So there is no need for the Palm 
Springs visitor to w orry about 
bum ping into sidew inders w hen 
they hike about our nearby can­ 
yons or ride our desert trails. 
Ju st be aw are th at they do exist, 
know the sim ple first-aid treat­ 
m ent in case of a bite, and then 
forget them and enjoy your visit 
to the desert.

THREE MOVIES will be seen 
at the El Paseo Tehatre tonight 
at 8 o’clock. The longest is en ­ 
titled: “Arizona: Its M ineral Re­ 
sources and Scenic W onders.”
